LOAN SECURED BY NOTES 





Mother of Patrolman William 
Boka Tells of Financial 
Transactions. 


An instance of the loaning of money 
by a policeman to a superior officer, 
of which Chief Kiely had knowledge 
before the settlement of the debt, has 
been revealed in the investigation of 


the Police Department, which has now 
reached the phase of examination into 
alleged payments of money for places 
on the police force and for promotions 
and desirable transfers, 

Since the death of Patrolman William 
Boka in Deceinber, 192, his mother, 
Mrs. Elizabeth Boka, administratrix of 
his estate, says that she has collected 
$600 from Edward Lally, Inspector of 
Police, In payment of loans made to 
Lally by her son during the two years 
before his death. The last $14, she says, 
was paid immediately after’ she had 
called on Chief Kiely and complained 
of Lally’s failure to make the payment 
at the time agreed on. 

Mrs. Boka and her daughter, Miss An- 
nie Boka, said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Tuesday at their home, 3315 Chip- 
pewa street, that they were informed of 
the loans several] months before the 
death of their son and brother, who was 
fatally injured in a street car accident 
at Olive and Channing avenue. 

“William never explained to us why 
he .made the loans,’’ said Mrs. Boka. 
‘‘He owned property in St. Louis Coun- 
ty, and had an income aside from his 
salary. Other men in the department 
knew this, and several patrolmen bor- 
rowed money from him at different 
times, in sums of $25 or so. But Lally 
was the heaviest borrower. 

Aided by Politician. 


“My son loaned Lally $150 some time 
before he went on the force in Sep- 
tember, 1896, but I understood that this 
was paid back before he was appoint- 
ed. I never learned that Lally helped 
him to get on the foresee. He told mea 
South St. Louis pontician helped him 
more than anyone else. 

‘Fle served first in this district, from 
\Wvoming Street Station, then in Soulard 
street d'strict, then on the Broadway 
squad, and, at the time he was killed, 
he. was in the Manchester avenue dis- 
trict, the Kighth. I never heard him sav 
much about his transfers or how he 
got them, except that he said he was 
giad to get off the squad, as he pre- 
ferred walking a beat tuo standing on 
corners. 

“Quite a while before he was killed he 
told us about having loaned, the money 
to lIally, and showed us the notes, 
which weré just a receipt and promise 
to pay. without fixing any rate of in- 
terest or time for payment. 

“After he died Annie and I went to 
Four Courts to get an order for nearly 
a month's salary, which was coming to 
him. We took the notes along and called 
en Lally. He said he would pay us the 
$600, but that we must give him time. 
We agreed that he should pay $50 a 
month, 





Appeal Made to Chief. 


“He paid $450 as he had agreed, usu- 
ally on the 3d of each month, sending 
or bringing the money to us. Then the 
regular time passed and we didn’t hear 
from him. We sent him word that we 
wanted the monew, but it didn’t come. 
and one morning we went to see Chief 
Kiely. 

“We told the Chief about Lally’s 
debtedness to my son's estate. and 
enid. ‘Does he refuse to pay?’ 

“"No,’ I said, ‘he hasn't refused to 
pay, but he hasn't paid us at the time 
he promised.’

The’ official ordet of Gov. Folk com- 
muting the sentence, on. file with the 
Secretary of State, recites: 

“That Hon. A. C. Maroney, who prose- 
cuted this case and has investigated 
the case fully, earnestly requests the re- 


lease of the prisoner, because of doubt 
as to her guilt (of charge of murder for 
which she was convicted), and for the 
reason that he regards her testimony 
as of great importance in the trial of 
police graft Cases.

respects with the laws of the State. 
Failing in this, or upon order of the 
Governor at any time, she may be re- 
turned to the Penitentiary to serve out 
the remainder of her sentence.’ 

The clause. giving the Governor pow- 
er to return her to‘prison in case she 
fails to comply with conditions of par- 
con, is usuel in commutations, and is 
not construed to mean that she will 
necessarily be returned if she fails to 
testify as expected.

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‘Anatomical Expert Says Man Was Between 


35 and 40, With Aquiline Nose and His 
Skull Had Been Fractured Four Times, 


None Being Fatal.

Louis County authorites are seeking information of any 
man by the name of White who has been missing for a year or eight 
months, as they bclieve that to be the name of the man whose skele- 
ton was round last week in a desolate spot on Frederick M. Schroe- 


der’s farm. 22 miles north of St. Louis. 


There is a likelihood that 


the man came from Kansas City or v vicinity and the search has ex- 


tended to -that territory. 


The name White is a laundry mark on two collars found. im 
the ground near where the skeleton was discovered. The collars 


are of the wing variety, size 16. 
After being dug from the _ frozen 
ground in which the bones of the skele- 
ton were partially buried the bits of 
clothing and paper were thawed out by 
Constable John Mueller. Tuesday he 
took the pieces to the Sheriff's office at 
Clayton, where they were closely €x- 
amined. In. the hip pocket a copy of 
the Wyandotte (Kkar.) Weekly ap eae, 
was found folded up. It was rotten and 
fell into bits when handled, There 
were references in it to political con- 
ditions in Wyandotte County, which is 
in Kansas, and adjoins Kansas City, 
Mo. The paper contained references 
to the Russo-Japanese war and what 
appeared to be a chronological history 
of the conflict. 
Time Table Dated daly, 1906. 


A Wabash Railroad time card dated 
July, 196, was also found. This time 
card is held to established the date of 
the man’s death as less than eight 
months ago. A white handkerchief, un- 
marked, and @ linen napkin with a red 
check similar to those used in cheap 
restaurants, were also found. 





The records of the Police Depart- 
ment show that Frank B, White was 
reported missing by a Mr. Wailace, 
who gave the Laclede Hotel as his 
address, Oct. 8, 1905. The report said 
that the man had been missing since 
the previous day and his age was giv- 
en as 33. Police records do not shaw 
whether the man was found. 

The register at the Laclede Hotel 
shows that W. W. Wallace registered 
there Oct. 8 from Chicago, and was 
assigned to room 257. He registered 
between 6 and 11 p. m. Some time 
after 1i p. m. F. P. White registered 
from Chicago, and was assigned to 
room 253. Each paid for his room in 
advance according to the hotel regis- 
ter, and they remained but one night. 

The hotel clerks say they have no 
recollection of any inquiries being 
made there for a missing man named 
White. 

Skull Has Four Fractures. 


Expert anatomical examination of the 
skull of the skeleton has brought out 
the remarkable fact that the man's 
skull had been four times fractured, 
none of the injuries being the cause 
of his death, which remains a mystery. 

The four upper front teeth were lost 
from a blow or in an accident. The 
three lower front teeth may have been 
lost at the same time, but the gold 
bridges were not, it is thought, put in 
by the same dentist. This bléw or acci- 
dent accounts for the fact that 11 teeth 
in the mouth when found—originally 12— 
had been crowned or capped with gold, 
giving the man one of his most dis- 
tinctive features, while the other teeth 
were Sound for his age. 

Dr. Peter Potter, head of the anatonfi- 
cal department in Marion Sims-Beau- 
mont College, the medical branch of St. 
Louis University, and one of the two 
highest authorities in St. Louls on 
questions pertaining to his science, ex- 
amined the skull at the request of the 
Post-Dispatch, and gave an opinion on 
it which enables a partial description 
of the man.

STORY OF SHOOTING: 
GIRL ON TRIAL TODAY. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 20.-—lhe trial of 
Berthe Claiche, a litiije French grisette, 


for the murder of Emil Gerderon, the 
man who had enslaved her, was bexzun 
today. 

The shooting of Gerdero.a took place on 
the night of July 8 last. Tor six years 
Berthe Claiche had been his slave. lie 
had brought her to this country from 
France when she was 6 years old and 
taken all the money he could get from 
her, and then, after beatings, would 
send her into the street to earn more. 

On the night of the shooting Berthe 
had been beaten by Gerderon and she 
fled to the street to ask protection of 
the police. She told the police that 
Gerderon had beaten her shamefully, 
and she wanted him arrested. In a few 
minutes Gerderon strolled along and 
was taken into custody. 

On the way to the station the woman 
suddenly produced a revolver of heavy 
caliber and fired two shots into the 
back of the prisoner. Then, us he lay 
on the sidewalk, she shot him again to 
make sure he was dead. 

It is asserted that the girl used a po- 
lice revolver. Assistant District Attor- 
ney Ely, who will try the case, declined 
to talk of that phase of the case, but 
he admitted that some peculiar inci- 
dents will be expcsed at the trial. For 
example, a very short time before Ger- 
deron was shot he was known to have 
between $700 and $80 on his person. 
There was turned into police headuyuar- 
ters, as the result of a search of his 
pockets, $1.95. 

One of the policemen came out plain- 
ly and said he forced a fellow officer 
to give up to hiin a diamond locket. 
a gold watch and a stickpin that had 
been taken from the dead man, 


Policeman to Testify. 





“This trial will cause a great deal 


of trouble,” said Policeman Mar- 
tineau. “I am very sorry that I am 
mixed up in it, as I will have to tes- 
tify against a fellow officer. 

“There are some peculiar circum- 
stances that may come up on _ the 
trial. When the man was shot he 
was walking between me and Police- 
nan Morton, The woman was imme- 
diately behind Morton, and Officer Bi- 
laffer was a few feet in the rear. Be- 
fore Gerderon came along Morton 
talked tothe girl for fully twenty 
minutes, 

“Gerderon’s body was taken into a 
drug store near the corner. and when 
I got back to the scene of the shoot- 
ing the pockets were all turned 
wrong side out. A citizen told me 
that a policeman in uniform, who 
stood by, had taken Gerderon’s gold 
watch, a diamond locket and another 
piece of jewelry. I asked the officer 
for the articles and he refused to give 
them up. Then I compelled him to do 
so by threatening to prefer charges 
against him." 


It is expected that the person or 
persons who rifled. the dead man's 
pockets will be named.

Mrs. Smith asserts that Mrs. Fran- 
cis is an important witness for Berthe 
Claiche, and that the warrant was is- 
sued to discredit Mrs. Francis’ tes- 
timony, The policeman alleges that 
the woman gave him $35 as a bribe to 
eall the matter off. He thereupon ar- 
rested her for attempted bribery,

THE QUESTION. 

According to an estimate of the character of 
Matthew Kiely, given by a member of the Police 
Board for publication in the Post-Dispatch, the sus- 
pended Chief is “a good police officer, whose fine 
record in the past cannot be obscured by ordinary 
charges of misconduct, incompetency or neglect of 
duty.” 

This sounds well. It would seem almost cruel to 
question it. But while he has been Chief of Police, 
“doing what he was told,” the Police Department 
has been made part of a machine by the men who 
“told” him and the machine has been used for the 
purpose of “slugging” into assent or insensibility 
citizens of St. Louis who could not have been in- 
duced otherwise to assent either to the machine’s 
purposes or-its methods. 

When a policeman who “does what he is told” is 
told either to help along work of this kind, to be 
blind to it while it is in progress or to arrest the 
citizens who are “slugged” for disturbing the peace 
of the “sluggers,” the one possibility bf reform in 
the Police Department lies in getting men who will 
do right when they are told to do right and right 
also when they are told to do wrong and right finally 
even when they are not being told at all. 

This being the case, St. Louis is ready for the 
question. : 

As Kiely’s witnesses former members of the board 
will appear before the present board as men “higher 
up,” to whom he looked for instructions.

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CHINA’S NEW ARMY. 

While we are cheering on the troops sent to the 
Philippines for possible employment in China, the 
following excerpt from a letter from the London 
Times correspondent in China may come like a 
flood of cold water. 

“In the tomorrow of the political calendar China 
will have a standing army of 36 divisions, with a 
reserve of a quarter of a million men—in other 
words, an army of half a million. That means that 
no single country in Europe, except Russia, dare 
threaten China with armed aggression. Even Russia 
or Japan, who are on the spot, would hesitate to 
tackle China, for neither will care to involve them- 
selves in a war of the first magnitude during the 
next 10 years. In 20 years China will be able to 
stand alone, and the far eastern problem, so far 
as Europe is concerned, will be permanently solved.” 

The same correspondent says that the army al- 
ready comprises 10 divisions, and experts who 
watched the drills declare that the discipline is the 
best. |

Suburban Road Official Doubts 
Vali&ty as Move Is Aimed 
at Company, 


Belleville has begun to bulge. An at- 
tempt is to be made to extend the city 
limits seven miles in one direction. The 
Belleville City Council received and 
adopted Monday night petitions of prop- 
erty owners and voters for the annexa- 
tion of territory on both sides of the 
rock road from the present western city 
limits to Edgemont, at the foot of the 
bluffs. 

Unless the petitiong are attacked or 
legal preventive action taken, the propo- 
sition to annex the strip will be voted on 
at the spring election. One of the peti- 
tions is signed by a majority of the 
property owners in the district to be an- 
nexed, and the other by a majority of 
the voters, as the law requires. 

The seven-mile strip sticking out of 
the side of Belleville and asking annex- 
ation varies from 1400 to 22W feet in 
width. It is of uniform 1000 feet width 
north of Rock road and of varying 
width south of the road. Its greatest 
width is near the western city limits, 
where it spreads out and takes in Reeb 
Station. The rest of the way to the 
blufis the line follows substantially the 
right of way of the Day coal road. 


Object, Reduced Fare. 


The movement which resulted in the 

petitions was started by the Retail 
Merchants’ Association of Belleville. 
The main object is to ebtain a i-cent 
fare from, Belleville to the bluffs and 
enable the residents of that territory to 
reach Belleville on the East St. Louis 
& Suburban EHiectric Railway by paying 
one fare instead of two, 

The expectation is based on the fact 
that the franchise under which the 
company operates in Belleville calls for 
a 5-cent fare to all points within the 
city limits. 

L. C. Haynes, vice-president of the 
East St. Louis. & Suburban, said Tues- 
day that it had not been decided what 
tne company would do. 

“It would be practical confiscation 
of the road,’’ he said, ‘‘to compel us 
to carry passengers from all parts of 
Belleville to Edgemont, and vice versa, 
for 5 cents. Tne company could not 
do it and make money. I have not 
seen the petition, and do not know what 
it contains. I am not prepared to say 
whether we would be required to carry 
passengers for one fare between the 
bluffs and all parts of Belleville if this 
strip were annexed. That is something 
for the lawyers to say. There can be 
no question about the rigtht of a city to 
annex territory in a reasonable manner, 
but it is doubtful whether it could an- 
nex a long, narrow strip along a trolley 
line for the purpose of obtaining cheap- 
er fare.’’ 

If the Belleville limits are extended 
to Edgemont they will be within three 
and a half miles of the East St. Louis 
limits. An attempt was made iin East 
St. Louis a year ago to extend the lim- 
- to Edgemont, but nothing came of

SAYS BUSCH WILL 


PAY FOR FRANCHISE 


Secretary of Manufacturers’ 
Railway Replies to 
Objections, 


WILL DEPRESS TRACKS 


Declares There Is No Intended 
Connection With the 
Terminal, 


Richard Rassfeld, secretary of the 
Manufacturers’ Railway Co., which is 
seeking a franchise along several streets 
east of Broadway to Osceola street 
and over a private right of way north 
of that thoroughfare to Grand avenue, 
came to the Post-Dispatch office Mon- 
day and said for publication: 

“We want it thoroughly understood 
that our enterprise is in no way con- 
nected with the Terminal Railroad As- 
sociation, and we don’t care how plainly 
and emphatically the Municipal Assem- 
bly stipulates against any consolidation 
with the Terminal or other railroad cor- 
poration. 

“The question of a fair compensation 
for the privileges which we ask we are 
willing to leave to the Municipal As- 
sembly. It is understood, of cuurse, 
that the compensation ought to bear 
some relation to the earnings of the 
road. 

“We have agreed not only to de- 
press Our tracks at sroadway and 
Virginia avenue, as Was demanded by 
the city and property owners, but 
have gone farther and are ready to 
depress our line for the whole dis- 
tance between Broadway and Grand 
avenue, and to bridge every intersect- 
ing street. 

Tunnel Impracticable, 

“The suggestion of a tunnel is im- 

practicable for many reasons, but 


principally because the cost would be 
out of all proportion to the worth of 
the property, and because ,a_ tunnel 
would make the handling of cars im- 
possible. St. Louis has opposed the 
Present tunnel for 30 years, and to 
add another would be a step back- 
ward. | 

“The Manufacturers’ railroad at first 
is designed to give facilities for man- 
ufacture in a section where there is 
plenty of cheap ground, and to at- 


to prevent others from going to East 
St. Louis. 

“Ultimately the road will be 
line to the Southwest. We shall haul 
trance that will not put us at a disad- 
vantage such as a tunnel would be. 

“Mr. Busch has. faith in the prospects 
of South and Southwest St. Louis, now 
practically dormant for want of proper 
facilities. That was what he had 
mind when he and those associated with 
him asked for this franchise. The ad- 
vantages to hundreds of blocks in both 
sections would far outweigh any detri- 
ment which, it is contended, the opera- 
tion of the road along Osceola street 
would cause. 

“We wish to impress on those who 
oppose us, as upon those who favor our 
enterprise, 
a fair sum for the franchise, that we 
have no connection or relations with 
the Terminal Association or any other 
railroad and that we intend to make the 
Manufacturers’ Railway a safeguard 
against the further monopoly of ter- 
minal facilities in St. Louis.’’
